9500 Students to Begin
Summer Classes on Monday

Summer school classes for
some 9500 youngsters in the
Torrance Unified School Dis-
trict will start again Monday,
June 20, according to Mrs.
Trudy Aldershof, director.

Nearly 7000 elementary and
2500 high school students have
signed up for the six-week sum-
mer session which ends on
July 29, The high school
figures include some 1400
eighth graders who will do ex-
ploratory high school work,
either auditing the courses or
taking them for credit,

AT THE THREE high schools
classes will run from 8 to 10
and from 10 to 12 in the morn-
ing. Courses will be offered in
nearly all fields, depending on
demand. Students must decide
by the end of the first week
whether they are taking cours-
es for audit or credit.

High school reports will be
{ssued at the third and sixth
week, Students are allowed
only three absences without
some special permission,
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NO SCHOOL buses will be
used to transport summer pu-
pils. Torrance Police have an-
nounced that crossing guards
will be stationed at Carson and
Kent, 187th and Crenshaw,
182nd and Crenshaw, Dale-
mead and Crenshaw, 230th and
Hawthorne, Hawthorne and Pa-
cific Coast Hwy., and “other
spots where they may be need-
ed n

All elementary schools will
be open during the summer,
with the programs there con-
sidered extensions of the regu-
lar school year, Report cards
will be issued at the end of the
fifth week to students who
have attended more than half
of the sessions.
